QUITS FOR PRIVATE PRACTICE 


Charles T. Russell, Once Agent in 
Charge of Missouri, to Become 
Expert on Large Returns. 

the Post-Dispatch. 
HINGTON, March 1. — 
Charles T. Russell, deputy collector 
in charge of the income tax divi- 
sion, resigned today to establish of- 
fices as a tax expert in Washing- 
ton, New York and Los Angeles. 

Under Russell, a Missourian and 
for several years the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue's agent in charge 
in Missouri, back income’ tax col- 
lections rose to-a new high, In 
1936 a record was established when 
Russell’s field force recommended 
collection of $355,076,147 in back 
taxes and the amount for last year 
was nearly as large.

BYRD DENOUNCES 
- REORGANIZATION 


Virginia Democrat Assails 
Proposal as Unecomical, 
Declares U. S. Should 
Balance Budget. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 1. — 
Chairman Norton (Dem.), New Jer- 
sey, of the House Labor Commit- 
tee appointed a seven-man sub- 
committee today to draft a new 
wage-hour bill. 

Representative Ramspeck (Dem.), 
Georgia, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, said his group ‘would meet 
tomorrow “without any precon- 
ceived “ideas” to “see whether we 
can work out a bill that will be 
satisfactory. 

A previous wage-hour bill was 
sent back to the Labor Commit- 
tee at the special session of Con- 
gress last year. 

Appointment of the subcommit- 
tee called back into the forefront 
another item of President, Roose- 
velt’s program. Reorganization of 
the executive branch of. Govern- 
ment, one phase, is before the 
Senate. Tax revision is ready for 
House consideration. The farm 
and housing programs have been 
passed and signed. 

Members of Sub-Committee. 

Those who will serve with Ram- 
speck on the wage-hour sub-com- 
mittee are Representatives Ran- 
dolph Dem.), Virginia Gildea 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania; Thomas 
Dem.), Texas; Welch (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia; Smith (Rep.), Maine, and 
Schneider (Prog.), Visconsin. Mrs. 
Norton said she would attend the 
sub-committee’s discussions as an 
ex-officio member, 

“There will not be public hear- 
ings because we can’t undertake 
them at this time,” Ramspeck said. 
“We are going to confer informal- 
ly with any members of Congress 
who want to talk to us.“ He said 
the committee hoped to be ready 
to report to the full committee 
within two weeks. Our sub-com- 
mittee will not be committed to 
anything except to try to solve this 
problem,” he added. 

Byrd Attacks Bill. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
charged in the Senate today that 
passage of the Government reor- 
genization bill in its present form 
would “increase the cost of govern- 
ment many millions of doliars.” 

Pounding his desk, Byrd shouted 
that it was an astounding thing 
to me to hear the President say 
that only $30,000,000 could be saved 
by this plan of Government: reor- 
ganization.” 

He opened the opposition attack 
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ALEXIUS w. McCARTHY IR. 


by declaring that “utmost econo- 
my” should be the object of any 
reorganization bill. 

Proponents, admitting that little 
if-any money would be saved, have 
stressed the claim that reorganiza- 
tion would increase Government ef- 
ficiency. 

Byrd charged that various 
agency heads, under terms of the 
bill, would be permitted to appoint 
an “unlimited” number of “experts 
and assistants,” which would in- 
crease the number of Government 
employes. 

He also predicted that the new 
Department of Walfare to be creat- 
ed by the bill would expand rap- 


idly. 
“Balance the Budget.“ 

“The greatest problem that con- 
fronts our *people today,” Byrd 
said, “is to balance the budget. 
Some people, even Senators, rici- 
cule that. They say that the budget 
may never have to be balanced 
again. 

But I say that it is the most 
vital problem today. We are no 
closer to a balanced budget than 
we have been at any time since the 
depression began.” | 

He read figures showing tas 
Treasury deficit for the current 
year was $1,045,000,000 on Feb. 26 
and predicted it would mount to 
$1,750,000,000 by June 30, when the 
fiscal year ends. 

“The outlook. for 1939 is even 
worse,” he declared. We are 
spending as much as we have in 
any previous year, except for pay- 
ment of the soldiers’ bonus. I pre- 
dict that in the next fiscal year, 
the deficit will be close to $2,000,- 
000,000.“ 

Byrd charged that most of the 
sixt months’ time spent by a spe- 
cial committeé, of which he was 
chairman, on previous reorganiza- 
tion plans had been taken up by 
consideration of a confidential 
memorandum from President 
Roosevelt. 

Presidential. Control. 

“This confidential. memorandum, 
if it had been followed out,” he 
cried, “would have given the Presi- 
dent control of the regulatory agen- 


‘cies of the Federal Government.” 


He listed among such agencies 

the Interstate Commerce Commis- 

sion, Federal Trade Commission, 

National Labor Relations Board, 

Power Commission and Communi- 

cations Commission, 
The present bill, Byrd said, made 

it “impossible to unscramble” the 

emergency agencies from the regu-" 
lar departments and other offices 

of Government in its authority to 

the President to revamp the execu- 

tive branch of the Federal setup. 

It would necessary, Byrd de- 

clared, to obtain a two-thirds ma- 

jority in Congress to override any 

portion of an executive order re- 


vamping departments because Con- 


gress would be forced to pass a 
“corrective” bill which the Presi- 
dent could veto, 

Byrnes Defends Bill. 

Chairman Byrnes of a special re- 
organization committee began the 
fight in behalf of the measure yes- 
terday by declaring it offered the 
only feasible solution to an old 
problem. 

Asked by Senator Bailey (Dem.), 
North Carolina, whether the ‘pill 
was designed to save money, Byrnes 
said it was. Bailey, however, de- 
clared there was no assurance that 
economies would result. 

Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
an opponent, said chances were ex- 
cellent for eliminating a provision 
to replace the present three-mem- 
ber Civil Service Commission with 
a single administrator. 

Burke added that “there is about 
a 60-50 chance” of knocking out a 
provision substituting an auditor- 
general for the present Comptroller- 
General, Senator Glass (Dem.), 
Virginia, said he ‘would support 
Burke in that maneuver.

Billy Gonsalves, the Man o' War 
of the soccer world, will not be eli-

year, according to word received 
today from James Armstrong of

States Football Association, 

Gonsalves started the campaign 
by holding out on the Shamrocks, 
refusing to join the club. He later 
played with the Beltmars and 
helped that club to the Sherman 
Park title in the Municipal League. 
Later he was signed by the South 
Sides, when that eleven survived 
its first two tests in the Western 
title series. However, when the 
South Sides lost to Castle Shannon, 
he was released and signed with 
the Pennsylvania entry.

TROUT FISHING 
SEASON BEGINS

LEBANON, Mo., March 1,—Sev- 


eral thousand fishermen and spec- 
tators gathered for the opening of 
the 1938 trout season at Bennett 
Springs State Park near here today. 
Gov. Stark was amongthe anglers. 

Other thousands lined the 
streams in Roaring River State 
Park, Barry County, and Montauk 
State Park, Dent County. 


Park officials said the crowd 
here was about the same size as 
those on the opening day for the 
last several years. About 1500 per- 
sons, a smaller crowd than last 
year, lined Roaring River at day- 
light, when the opening shot was 
fired. 

Mrs. Irwin Bode, wife of the 
State Conservation Director, fired 
the opening gun at Bennett 
Springs. 

R. J. Desuza of Lebanon, with a 
five-pounder, landed the largest 
fish in the first hour. Within two 
hours, anglers who had caught 
more than 1850 fish apparently 
were satisfied and left the park, 
said Dr. G. N. Herndon, chief of 
hatcheries, 

Gov. Stark, who used liver and 
minnows as bait and who stood at 
the same spot as last season, 
caught three small trout in the 
first two hours, before taking time 
out to breakfast ‘with a party of 
State officials. 

Rules governing trout fishing 
are: Catch limit of 10 trout or a 
total of 10 pounds per day; mini- 
mum le of legal trout, eight 
inches; legal fishing time, sunrise 
to sunset.

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By the Associated Pre- 
ister Neville Chamberlain declared 


today he would throw the whole 
question of Great Britain's de- 
fense structure open to debate 
Monday in the House of Commons. 
The Prime Minister told the 
House that debate would follow 
publication tomorrow night of the 
annual Defensa White Paper, the 
official Government report, on the 
empires $7,500,000,000, five-year 
arms building program, now in its 
second year. 

Chamberlain said he would open 
the debate himself. 

His statement was made soon 
after naval experts of the United 
States, wreat Britain and France 
had begun a discussion on what 
o do about Japan's refusal to dis- 
close whether it had built or in- 
tended to build battleships of 
more than 35,000 tons. The three 
Powers, but not Japan, are , bound 
by treaty to that limit. 

The White Paper and the debate 
were expected to go into all phases 
of Britain’s accomplishments at 
the end of the first year of her 
vast re-arming plan and of her 
preparedness against war threats 
both in Burope and the Far East 
in the next 12 months. 

Exact estimates of army, navy 
and air force figures will be pub- 
lished after the White Paper. In- 
creased Navy estimates, it was 


forecast, will be cought in the 
House on Friday. 

, Great Britain has spent almost 
£270,000,00 ($1,350,000,000) on de- 
fense so far during the 1937-38 
fiscal year, and may increase this 
figure by from £55,000,000 to £80,- 
000,000 ($275,000,000 to $400,000,000) 
in the coming fiscal year, beginning 
April 1. 

The informal conversations 
opened at the Admiralty a few 
hours before the scheduled arrival 
at Plymouth of the new United 
States Ambassador to London, Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy.

Because the Govern- 
ment was inefficient in regulation, 
it turned to Federally-subsidized 
competition. It created artificial 
waterways. The studies of the 
Coolidge Transportation Committee, 
on which I servec, shows that, ex- 
cept for the Great Lakes waterway, 
not one inland terway stands on 
its own feet economically. They are 
principally devices for regulating 
railroad rates—some carrying none 
or little traffic—merely maintained 
at public expense to do that which 
Government could do more cheaply 
and effectively bv direct regula- 
tion.” 

The copper monopoly raised 
prices, he said, until it provoked the 
development of foreign mines as 
rivals. The telephone is being over- 
taken by wireless, and mass pro- 
duction of Diesel engines is threat- 
ening light and power monopolies.

PLOT T0 SEIZE PRESIDENCY 
OF ECUADOR IS FRUSTRATED 


Editor and Two Retired Officers 
Held for Conspiracy in Interest 
of Former Executive.

QUITO, Ecuador, March 1.—Th 


Government announced yesterday 
it had frustrated a plot to over- 
throw Gen. Alberto Enriquez, pres- 
ident since Oct. 23, 1937. 
Commandant Jorge Quintana, 
Minister of the Interior, said the 


conspiracy was fomented by par- 
tisans of the former President, Jose 
Maria Velasco Ibarra, who would 
have been restored to the presi- 
dency had the plot succeeded. 
Velasco was ousted in 1935 after 
an attempt to proclaim a dictator- 
ship. 

Commandant Quintana declared 
the movement was led by soldiers 
of a battalion at Calderon, joined 
by conservative elements who tried 
to bribe the army to participate. 

A number of conspirators were 
arrested and imprisoned, including 
Dr, Suarez Ventinemilla, director 
of the conservative newspaper, El 
Debate; Alfonso Eguiguren, prom- 
ment Velasee supporter, and two 
retired army officer. Commandant 
Guillermo Andrade and a Major 
Pezmino. 

The civilian prisoners are to be 
sent to imprisonment in the Ama- 
zon country and the military pris- 
onérs to the Galapagos Islands. 


WOMAN URGES FUND TO AID 
INDIGENT CANCER PATIENTS 


Head of State Movement Suggests 
Research Scholarships and Pro- 
vision for Fare to Free Clinics. 

Funds to make it possible for in- 
digents suffering from cancer to 
travel to free clinics, and scholar- 
ships for cancer research were 
among the major needs of a pro- 
gram for controlling the disease in 
Missouri, Mrs. David 8. Long of 
Harrisonville, State commander of 
the Women’s Field Army of the 
American Society for the Control 
of Cancer, said today. : 

“Although there are many general 
hospitals in the State fully equipped 
to give excellent cancer service to 
those who can pay for it,” she said, 
“the only approved clinics where 
free diagnosis and treatment may 
be obtained.are in the larger cities. 
Of approximately 14,000 persons 
suffering from cancer in Missouri, 
a considerable number live outside 
these cities, in- many cases a long 
distance away.” 

There is not a single scholarship 
in the State expressly for a study 
of cancer, Mrs. Long says. Among 
the educational activities of the 
Women’s Field Army she ‘listed 
talks by 100 physicians to 17,000 
persons and distribution of 50,000 


pamphlets.

DODD SAYS DEMOCRACIES 
SHOULD CO-OPERATE MORE 


Former Ambassador to Germany 
Gives His Idea of Weapon 
Against Dictators. 

By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, March 1.— William E. 
Dodd, former United States Am- 
bassador to Germany, said yester- 
day he believed the co-operation of 
democratic governments was the 
only effective weapon with which 
to meet the challenge of dictator- 
ships. 

He told the Chicago Council on 
Foreign Relations the League of 
Nations was “practically a failure,” 
and suggested democracies would 
be obliged to shape a substitute 
program of international good-will, 
with the following cardinal points: 
Establish easier trade relations; 
raise the standards of living; rec- 
ognize the causes of unemploy- 
ment; in effect, to apply sanctions 
against aggressor nations, 

If the democracies failed to work 
out such a co-operative program, 
Dodd said, “I fear that in a few 
years, or even less, Fascism will 
have spread throughout the world 
and ours will be last great nation 
to stand out against it.” Dodd said 
the United States, in considering 
the world situation, should realize 
its own “errors.”

CLAMOR FOR DEATH 
OF ACCUSED RUSSIANS 


Even Polar Scientists Join in 
Demand — Trial of 21 
Opens Tomorrow. 


MOSCOW, March 1. — The four 
Russian scientists who spent the 
last nine months on an Arctic ice 
floe joined today in a growing pub- 


lic demand for the death of 21 for- 
mer Soviet leaders who are to go 
on trial tomorrow accused of plot- 


| ting against the Stalin Government. 


Their leader, Commander Ivan 
Papanin, was quoted thus in a ra- 
dio message from the ice breaker 
Yermak, one of the ‘vessels which 
went to their rescue after they had 
drifted from the North Pole to 
Greenland waters: 

“Together with the whole people 
we ask that Soviet justice impose 
the highest degree of punishment. 
Those bandits should be executed 
without exception.” 

Nation-wide workers’ meetings 
made the same demand, in keeping 
with Soviet custom and as a pre- 
liminary to the opening of the trial 
tomorrow. 

The alleged murder of Maxim 
Gorky, one of three laid to the so- 
called “Bukharin band,” was at- 
tributed by the Literature Gazette 
to fear of the writer’s pen. 

Gorky’s death, June 18, 1936, had 
been ascribed to pneumonia compli- 
cated by tuberculosis. Izvestia, Gov- 
ernment organ, implied yesterday 
that he had been poisoned. 

“They feared him,” the Gazette 
said, “because he was a wise, firm, 
gentle, sensible friend of the toilers 
and a merciless enemy of Fascism.” 

P. P. Kruchkov, Gorky’s private 
secretary and one of the defend- 
ants, was accused of having turned 
away “all honest, talented writers” 
who sought contact with the writer. 

Genrikh Yagoda, once head of the 
secret police and also a defendant, 
was pictured by the Gazette as a 
“sinister figure“ who tried to culti- 
vate the company of writers. 

The publication Industria indi- 
cated that wholesale charges of sa- 
botage through industrial acci- 
dents would be introduced, as in 
other Soviet treason trials. It said 
tꝰ e accused band blew’ up mines, 
burned factories, wrecked trains 
and maimed workers.

The court’s ruling in this tax case is welcome not 
only as an act of simple justice, but as a fresh re- 
minder—particularly timely now as March 15 ap- 
proaches—that there are today somé 56,000,000 em- 
ployes of the Federal, state and local governments 
who escape income taxes, either of the Federal Gov- 
ernment or of the states in which they reside. That 
is to say, Federal employes are exempt from state 
income taxes, and state and local employes are ex- 
empt from Federal income taxes. This condition, 
with its palpable discrimination against those who 
draw their income from private employment, has 
become a matter of increasing concern as govern- 
ment jobs have multiplied. 

What should be done about it? There are students 
of the Constitution who believe the wording of the 
sixteenth amendment—that Congress shall have pow- 
er to levy on incomes “from whatever source de- 
rived”"—is such that the exemptions in question 
should never have been granted. On the other hand, 
there is the doctrine that neither a state govern- 
ment nor the Federal Government may tax the in- 
strumentalities of the other, and it is this theory 
which has prevailed in the Supreme Court through 
a long line of decisions. 

The solution, therefore, appears to lie only in a 
constitutional amendment specifically permitting re- 
ciprocal taxation of the income of public employes 
by the states and the Federal Government. Repre- 
sentative Cochran of St. Louis introduced a reso- 


2 lution last year calling for such an amendment. 


Congress ought to adopt this or some similar meas- 
ure and give the states a chance to wipe out one 
of the greatest inequities with which the income 
tax system is „e 


INEVITABLE LABOR DECISIONS. 

The pair of Supreme Court decisions in the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board cases, decided unani- 
mously yesterday without participation of Justices 
Cardozo and Reed, follow virtually as a matter of 
course from the validity of the Wagner Act itself. 
Speaking for the court, Justice Stone found that 
the Greyhound bus lines, in two instances in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, had, by “unfair labor 
practices,” established a company union whose very 
structure rendered it “incapable of functioning as a 
bargaining representative of employes.” That being 
so, the court which had upheld the Wagner Act 
had only one choice when confronted with the com- 
plaint that the N L R B had ordered the company 
to withdraw its recognition of the company unions. 
It necessarily sustained the orders. 

Sharpshooting attacks such as these upon the 
Wagner Act are unfortunate. The effort and time 
put into suits which do not seem to recognize the 
constitutionality of the act itself should either be 
better spent or saved entirely The unanimous de- 
cisions in the Greyhound cases serve notice to that 
effect. 
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CIVIL SERVICE IN MISSOURI. 

The formation of the Missouri Federation for the 
Merit System is a forward step of real significance. 
It means that for the first time Missouri now has a 
Statewide organization uniting various groups which 
are interested in improving its civil service. 

‘Heretofore the brunt of the battle for the merit 
system at Jefferson City has been borne by the 
League of Women Voters and a few other groups 
which. have made State government personnel one of 
their interests. Now there are 15 organizations, 
grouped in the new federation, ready and ‘eager to 
bring their influence to bear in this important field 
of government. 

A challenging opportunity lies ahead, for both the 
new organization and the State of Missouri. For 
while Missouri is fertile ground for improvement, the 
fact is that the states generally have been backward. 
In the last two years, however, there has been a 
marked change. During 1937, Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Maine, Connecticut and Michigan adopted civil sery- 
ice systems to bring to 15 the number of states which 
have placed state personnel on a merit basis. These 
additions put some 30,000 more pantie employes 
under civil service. 

States in which similar measures are either pend 
ing or in prospect of enactment include Georgia, 
Virginia, Minnesota, Idaho, Indiana, Wyoming, Ala- 
bama, New Hampshire and Rhode Island. An inten- 
sive campaign by the new federation might: very 
well result in the addition of Missouri when our leg- 
islators next assemble at Jefferson City. 
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JUSTICE HOLMES WOULD HAVE APPROVED. 

A favorable and significant commentary on the 
new curriculum now in force at the University of 
Chicago Law School is that its supporting ideas 
would have met the approval of the late Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes.

ly during the World War, the need for 

testing the fitness of pilots for flying was 
duly recognized. In later years, however, 
the importance of testing pilot fitness was 
overshadowed by the development of instru- 
ments and the stress laid on them as a guide 
for flying. In this, a grave mistake may 
have been made. Recently, there seems to 
be a growing conviction that the pilot is an 
important factor in the increasing number 
of airplane crashes. There is perhaps a 
good reason for this conviction. 

It may be that with the rapid improve- 
ment in the facilities for aviation, the atti- 
tude of the pilot has changed with respect 
to the importance of his own qualifications, 
fitness and training and to the highly spe- 
cialized nature of the services he was for- 
merly called on to contribute and still has 
to contribute in emergencies. It may be 
also that not enough attention is paid to 
fitness in the selection of pilots and to mak- 
ing sure that they are in fit condition for 
service at all times when they are called on 
te render service. 

It seems very strange that the plane 
should be carefully tested on every point of 
its construction and operation before each 
flight and little or no attention given to the 
pilot at that important time other than to 
see that he is on hand to fly. With the ad- 
vance in scientific and mechanized control, 
the importance of the human factor has 
without question been thrust into the back- 


ground, 


1* the early days of aviation, particular 


During the World War, we devised an in- 
strument for testing the fitness of aviators. 
This instrument was used at Mineola for 
testing and studying the fitness of entrance 
candidates and later was taken to France 
for the purpose of ‘studying the fitness of 
aviators already in the service for the vari- 


ous tasks required of them, particularly in 


combat flying. Since the war, the instru- 
ment has been greatly improved for the 
study of fitness for aviation on such points 
as entrance requirements, disqualification 
for the service on account of age, fatigue in 
relation to number of hours in the air, in- 
dividual susceptibility to fatigue, etc. 

With this instrument can be measured, 
among other things, the speed of change of 
adjustment of the eyes for clear seeing at 
near to clear seeing at far and back again 
to near. This involves a measurement of the 
speed of vision, the speed of use of the 


muscles of the eyes in the perfect co-ordi- 


nation needed for the clear seeing of a 
small detail and the speed of accommoda- 
tion. It constitutes an extremely sensitive 
test of the ocular and oculomotor fitness 
of the aviator and of smal) disturbances in 
this fitness; also a very delicate and effec- 
tive test for bodily and mental fatigue and 
other disturbances in physical and mental 
facility and proficiency. ‘ 

The test is without doubt one of the«most 
sensitive that has ever been devised for the 
detection of any, imperfection in the oculo- 
motor, accommodative or sensory functions 
or any temporal disturbance in these func- 
ti It is with these temporal disturbances 
that we are particularly concerned in this 


paper. Common causes of these disturb- 
ances are fatigue, loss of sleep, worry and 
all mental states which distract attention, 
the variations in Hhysical and mental effi- 
ciency and alertness common to everyone 
in the course of time, illness, etc. Any of 
these may be sufficient to cause the avia- 


tor to fail or falter at a critical time in the 


high degree of service that is required of 
him. f 

It seems only reasonable, therefore, that 
the fitness of the aviator should be tested 
before each flight is undertaken, as well as 
the fitness of the plane which he operates. 
It is surely not enough to require only an 
entrance test of fitness and then allow him 
to go on without further check, even with- 
out regulation of his conditions of living, 


until age or some mishap retires him from 


service. 


Our personal feeling is that a test should 
be made of each aviator immediately be- 
fore and after each flight. We have the fol- 
lowing reasons to offer for this: 

1, The test before the flight should be 
used to prevent the aviator from going into 
the air when he is clearly and dangerously 
unfit for service. It is neither fair nor good 
public policy that a knowledge of his fit- 
ness should depend upon his own rep t. In 
combat flying in particular, he might well 
be prevented from making such a report 
through fear of being called a slacker or 
because of patriotism or personal pride. In 
commercial service, too, many reasons 
might operate to deter him from making a 
report of unfitness. The; responsibility for 
making such report should be taken out of 
his hands and consigned to a competent ex- 
aminer.

10 minutes to perform and the result 
can easily be given a numerical rating. The 
instrument is easy and convenient to operate 
and the entire program well within the tech-

Curiously, the struggle will deter- 
mine, one way or another, the im- 
mediate fate of several million men 
and women of Jewish blood, in Aus- 
tria and the surrounding states. The 
issue whether Germany is Christian 
or pagan will decide the fate 
Nuremberg laws. Austria no 
such laws, and as long as it is gov- 
erned by Christian principles, it 
cannot have them.

The Nazi program for Austria is 
clear. First, one disarms the coun- 
try in its struggle for public opin- 
ion.

Pivotal places in the Gov- 
ernment are already in the hands 
of Nazis. The press of Austria must 
not be allowed to attack Nazi-ism. 
The German press is under no such 
handicap vis-a-vis Austria. Already 
the Austrian Chancellor is under at- 
tack on the Nazi side of the border. 

One gets a foothold, and then 
bores from within. (A Communist 
tactic. How much the Nazis have 
learned from the Communists!) 
That is the way the Nazis con- 
quered Germany itself. Two seats 
in the Cabinet were enough to start 
with. 

One begins an anti-Semitic cam- 
paign. The Jews are the enemies! 
Thus one diverts attention. Already, 


in Vienna, a new anti-Semitic news- 


paper is on the street, to scare the 
children with pictures of the bogey- 
man. 

A Communist menace suddenly 
rears its head. It is reported that 
revolutionary Socialist pamphlets 
are being circulated in Austria. I 
would like to investigate the source 
of those pamphlets. Who burned 
the German Reichstag? Are we not 
familiar with the tactics of the 
agent provocateur? Why_has there 
been no Communist literature cir- 
culating in Austria until last week? 
Why does the German press begin 
to paint a Bolshevist menace next 
door? 

A Jewish menace and a Bolshe- 
vist menace are necessary to estab- 
lish a Nazi excuse for armed inter- 
vention. But the same trick can- 
not be pulled repeatedly, over and 
over. Or can it?

‘Essentialists’ Declare That 
Progressive Education ls 
Producing Illiterates. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 
1.— Charging that 1 be- 
ing cheated out of edu by 
fancy new teaching methods, a 
group of educators rebelled today 

the “progressive” system 
of teaching first advocated 20 years 
ago by John Dewey, Columbia 
University philosopher, and widely 
adopted in whole or part. 

Prof. William C. Bagley of Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia, heads the 
new “essentialist committee for 
the advancément of education,” 
which has declared war on Dew. 
ey’s system at the annual conven- 
tion of the American Association of 
School Administrators here. 

“In spite of its vast expense,” 
the committee said in a statement 
today, “public education in the 
United States is in many ways ap- 
pallingly weak and ineffective. Age 
for age, the average pupil in our 
elementary schoole does no know 
as much about fundamentals as do 
pupils of other countries.” If this 
is true of elementary school pupils, 
the committee continued, it is dou- 
bly true in high schools, “which 
yearly are more nearly approach- 
ing the primary level.” 

The committee declared increas- 
ing proportions of junior and senior 
high school students are “really il- 
literate,” and “it is now taken for 
granted that high-school students 
are not only unable to read effec- 
tively but require instruction in 
arithmetic and grammar.” 

The “essentialists” charge the 
“progressives” are using the public 
schools to propagandize for a 
“new social order.” 

They appointed a permanent 
council to combat the “progressive” 
system and fight for a return to 
wears old-fashioned book learn- 
ng.” 1

Total This Year, Owing to 
Doubled Sales Tax, Will 
Be $12,618,000.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 1.— 
The semiannual apportionment of 
State school funds to the approxi- 
matel 9000 public school districts 
in the State, for the second half 
of the current public school year, 
will total $7,554,223 and distribution 
will begin March 15, State Auditor 
33 Smith announced yester 

ay. 

As predicted, the apportion- 
ment for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1938, will be the 
largest ever received by the pub- 
lic schools in one year, due to the 
doubling of the State sales tax rate 
from 1 per cent to 2 per cent. 

The first apportionment for the 
fiscal year, made last September, 
amounted to $5,064,291. This fig- 
ure, with the March distribution, 
will total $12,618,514 for the school 
year, an increase fo $2,682,357 over 
the $9,936,157 apportioned during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1937. 

It was estimated that the City of 
St. Louis would receive about $380,- 
500 from this distribution, Kansag 
City about $233,500 and St. Louis 
County about $256,200.

„it originated with Griffith 
and finds its perfection in Disney. 
‘Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs’ 
seems to me amply to demonstrate 
this. As I wired Mr. Disney after 
I first saw his new film: ‘If Edison 
conceived the films and D. W. Grif- 
fith gave them birth, then Disney 
brought them to maturity.’ I sim- 
ply can’t help feeling that this 
screen story is the first realy revol- 
utionary application of a imagin- 
ative technique since Griffith first 
started cutting off his shots of ac- 
tors at the knees and later at the 
waist and then at the shoulders for 
a close up. All other film devices 
until now have seemed refinements 
and improvements of these depart- 
ures but here is something really 
basically new. : 

“I'm sure it sets a dangerous 
precedent not to have any living 
actors at all in a play production of 
such tremendous importance, but 
I’m equally certain there will be no 
deluge of ‘Snow Whites’ because 
there is only one Disney. There is 
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no danger that films of this sort 
will eliminate real screen actors or 
the speaking stage either from the 
competitive picture.” 


Miss Gish lives in a mist at once 
fragile, feminine and aware of pro- 
fessional triumphs without being 
awash with souvenirs and bibelots. 
Her long drawing room is papered 
with silver and hung with pale blue 
and yellow. There are enormous 
bowls of long-stemmed red roses, 
sweetpeas and other floral confec- 
tions unidentifiable to the non-hor- 
ticultural eye.

The symphony 
orchestras in the stage presenta- 
tions and carefully written scores 
for the earlier silent films were 
probably the first agency to per- 
suade great numbers of people in 
this country to listen to classical 
music, After a while people came 
to recognize the score as on a 
ity of importance with the film 
itself. Then they started coming 
early to hear the overture of the 
stage program when there was no 
show on the screen at all. If the 
silent films had done no more than 
that for public taste we should be 
in their debt.” 

And with that Miss Gish, her 
white woolly Fido and - her colored 
butler-chauffeur took themselves 
off in the rain in the gerieral di- 
rection of Carnegie Hall and Phil- 
harmonic.

You 
can use one of your favorites, or if 
you like home products you can 
use oil of sweet almond, or concoct 
a cream of your own. Mix equal 
parts of lanolin, cocoa butter and 
mineral oil. Melt the lanolin and 
cocoa butter before adding the 
mineral oil. Whichever cream you 
use stroke it well into the skin and 
leave it on for a few minutes, or 
over night if you wish. After re-

Let’s hope it worked. 

“I want it,” with an imperious 
stamp of the foot, is a danger sig- 
tal. The child who has gained 
such a sturdy opinion of his own 
merits as to demand whatever 
comes within his range of vision is 
in danger. Children ought to be 
granted the simple pleasures their 
nature needs. One should say, Yes, 
to them as often as possible until 
they ask for something that they 
ought not to have, until they begin 
to ignore other folks’ rights and 
feelings. The line that is drawn 
there must be firm and sure, and 
it should be drawn promptly, at the 
first sign of its need. 

Children are not to toy with ma- 
chines like the telephone and the 
radio. Teach them to use them in- 
telligently, but never as a play- 
thing. They are not to be given kit- 
tens and pups and chicks to 
squeeze to death, or neglect to ex- 
tremity. They are not to have 
what belongs to other children. Nor 
are they to ask for things in shops 
and other folks’ houses. Keep their 
wants in proportion 4o their needs, 
and in accordance with what is 
right for them and others, and save 
yourself and them a great deal of 


grief.

A W indy 
Month

ARCH, in ancient and medi- 
M eval calendars, was the first 

‘month of the year. In England 
the legal beginning of the year was 
March 25, prior to 1752, when it 
was changed to Jan.1. They were 
aiming at making the civil year 
correspond to the solar, or equinoc- 
tial year. * 

While the early calendars were 
imperfect measurers of time, it 
does seem, from a weather man’s 
viewpoint, that their originators 
had a good idea when they made 
the year begin with March, on 
about the time of the vernal equi- 
nox, for that is when (in the tem- 
perate zone of the northern hemi- 
sphere) life begins again. As we 
have it now, the winter season is 
partly in one year and partly in 
another. If the year ran from 
March 1 to Feb. 28, we would have 
the four seasons all in one year, 
and the year would end with winter 
and begin approximately with 
spring. Meteorologically speaking, 
this would be more natural. 

Working upon the winter-strick- 
en earth and its atmosphere, the 
rapidly increasing power of the 
sun makes March usually a month 
of turbulent weather. 
working longer day by day, and its 
rays come more perpendicularly, 
therefore more powerfully. Herein 
are the primary factors of early 
spring weather activity and freak- 
ishness: The cold, damp earth, the 
quickening power of the sun. 


This is an equinoctial month, and 
this period (March-April) is the 
windiest of the year; yet we hear 
no talk of “equinoctial” storms. The 
“never-failing equinoctial storm,” as 
vouched for by some people, seems 
to be associated only with the au- 
tumnal equinox. According to as- 
tronomers and meteorologists alike, 
the sun crossing the equinoctial 
line affects the weather no more at 
that time than the sun crossing the 
noon meridian daily affects the 
weather at noon time. 

* * * 


ARCH is placed, by common 
Musen in the spring group of 
onths. This rule fits better 
in some parts of the northern 
hemisphere than others, but for the 
St. Louis area it is fairly accurate; 
at least, the second half of it is 
normally of spring type. The aver- 
age date of beginning of “effective 
temperature,” that is, a daily aver- 
age of 43 degrees, or higher, which 


starts vegetation, is March 13. 


Although the normal average 
temperature is 44.1 degree, March 
averaged as high as 59.8 degrees in 
1860 and as low as 27.5 degrees in 
1843, showing a greater range in 
average temperature than any oth- 
er month. One of the most remark- 
able cold spells in March occurred 
in 1932, from the fifth to the 
fourteenth, when the temperature 
remained constantly below freezing 
for a week and touched as low as 
9 degrees or 10 degrees on three 
mornings. ‘This killed many flow- 
ers, shrubs, and emall trees, be- 
cause it followed a very mild Feb- 
ruary. „

N March 21, shortly after midnight, the sun 
() passes through the Vernal Equinox and spring 
At that time the sun is in the constella- 
tion of Bisces and the Zodiacal sign of Aries, the 
ram. It moves from below the celestial equator to 
above it. As it does so, we have a day during which 
the number of hours of daylight is equal to the num- 
ber of hours of darkness. „ Then the sun climbs 
higher in the sky, the days become longer than the 
night, the heat from the sun hits us more directly, 
and the weather becomes warmer.

The Indoor 
Seed Beds 


By Supt. S. H. Pring 


Of Shaw’s Garden, President St. Louis 
Horticultural Society. 


LTHOUGH this winter has been 
unusually mild, and every 
gardener feels the urge to go 
outside and start planting, it is just 
as well to remember that we may 


Still have frost. Many of the flow- 


ers we grow from seed cannot be 
planted out of doors until all dan- 
ger of frost is past, while others, 
particularly perennials, will do bet- 
ter if located outside as young 
plants rather than putting seeds in 
the ground in the spring. So, for 
those who cannot control that urge 
to garden, and insist on getting 
started early, we recommend the 
indoor seed beds. 

The old favorite annuals, includ- 
ing snapdragons, marigolds, zin- 
nias, verbena, ageratum, sweet alys- 
sum, calendulas .../and all that 
host of which we cah never have 
enough ... do very well if started 
inside, and you will naturally ex- 
pect earlier blossoms from those 
which have been given this head 
start. California poppy, with that 
formidable botanical name of Esch- 
scholtzia, and the equally lovely 
Mexican poppy, Hunnemania, may 
also be started in a sunny window, 
while among the newer things, 
everyone should try that lovely 
lavender cup-flower, Nierembergia 
hippomanica, which does very well 
here, blooming in early summer, 
and providing a low mound covered 
with blossoms until frost. 

Certain perennials respond equally 
well to an indoor start, and while 
you must not expect large plants 
nor much bloom the first year, it 
is a very inexpensive way to in- 
crease your stock of favorites. The 
lovely Liatris, blazing star, is al- 
ways welcome, and grows readily 
from seed. For a good summer- 
blooming background plant, Lyth- 
rum, or loosestrife, will bloom the 
first year from seed if started now. 
Statice latifolia, sea lavender; the 
old favorite Gaillardia, blanket 
flower; the lovely Agrostemma; the 
equally attractive perennial Sca- 
biosa; the husky little Achillea ... 
these are merely a few suggestions 
‘chosen at random among the many 
perennials which you might profit- 
ably include in your window seed 
beds. 


HE ideal soil mixture is sand, 
1 * mold and soil in equal parts 

„„ » but half sand and half soil 
will do nicely. Place some drain- 
age, in the form of gravel or brok- 
en pottery, in the bottom of your 
container, and sift your soil 
through a sieve, using the coarse 
residue on the bottom, and the finer 
soil on top. If your seeds are fine, 
merely press them into the surface, 
but the average-sized seed is plant- 
ed at a depth equal to twice its 
size. 

The greatest danger to the indoor 

seed bed is from “damping off,” a 
fungus which cuts down the seed- 
lings overnight. Watering properly 
will do much to obviate this evil, 
either using a porous pot as con- 
ta ner for your seed bed, and wa- 
tering from underneath, or sinking 
a small pot full of peat moss in the 
seed bed and filling it with water. 
The moisture permeats the pot and 
is absorbed by the surrounding soil, 
with no danger to the young seed- 
lings. It is also important to avoid 
overcrowding the tiny plants. Scat- 
ter the seed thinly, and as they 
grow thin them out so that each 
little stem develops well and 
strong, since the weaker plants suc- 
cumb most readily to the “damping 
off” fungus. 
To be doubly safe, most garden- 
ers sterilize the soil they use for 
about half an ‘our in a hot oven. 
And if the dread disease appears in 
spite of everything, the use of pow- 
dered charcoal is recommended to 
sweeten the soil and prevent its 
spread. Do not let the direct sun- 
shine fall on the seedlings, but let 
them have plenty of iight. When 
they have developed two true 
leaves, it is time to move the young 
plants into individual pots or flats, 
until they may be located perma- 
nently in the garden,
